HE Supreme Court unanimously held 

that the finding of sanity by a jury in 

the Central Criminal Court was not a 

decision of the Court within the meaning of 

Article 34 of the Constitution, and, accord- 

ingly, that no appeal lay from that finding 
to the Supreme Court. 

The judgment, which had been reserved, 
was given on an appeal on behalf of Private 
James Fennell (22), a native of Maynooth, 
stationed at Collins Barracks, Cork, who had 
been indicted in the Central Criminal Court 
on 27th ult. on a charge of the murder. of

cuary a last, As there ‘was some doubt 
about his sanity at the time of his arraign- 
ment, . ury was empanelled to try the 
issue wh he was sane.or not. The jury 


found that he bc sane, and an application

alternative, an order sr ocovth Taow trial of 
the issue. 


THE CONTENTION 


The Chief Justice, givin the judgment of 
the Court, said that a pre iminary question, 
whether or not an appeal lay in the circum- 
stances, had been argued by counsel for the 


appellant and counsel for the Attorney- 


General. It had been contended on behalf 
of the sal that under Article 34 (4), (3) 
of the Constitution the Supreme Court had, 
with such exceptions as might be prescribed 
by law, jurisdiction to hear n peals from all 
decisions of the High Court; that the finding 
of the jury was a decision of the High Court 
within the. meaning of that article; and that 
no law had been enacted excepting such de- 
cision from the general operation of the 
—

Section 17 of the Statute 1 and 2, George 

-» C. 53, 80 far as it was here material, pro- 

vided that if any person indicted in Ireland 
for any ‘offence should be found to be insane 
by a jury lawfully empannelled: for such pur- 
pose, so that such person could not be tried 
upon that indictment; or, if upon the trial 
of any person so indicted, such person should 
appear to the jury to be insane, it should 
be lawful for the Court to direct such findin 
to be recorded, and thereupon to order at 
person to be kept in strict ‘Custody, and to be 
taken care of. 


A SPECIAL JURY 


In this case a special jury had been em- 
pannelled to try whether the appellant was 
insane, in accordance with the provisions of 
that section. If he had been found to be 
insane, it would have been the duty of the 
Court to direct a finding to be recorded, and 
to make an order for his custody. As, ‘how- 
ever, the jury found him to be sane, there 
was no obligation on the Court to record that 
finding, and no jurisdiction in the Court to 
make any order consequent on the finding. 
The presumption of sanity had not been dis- 
placed, and there was no reason why the 
trial should not proceed as if no question 
of insanity had been raised. 

The Supreme Court was, therefore, of 
opinion that the finding of the j ury was not a 
decision of the Court within the meaning of 
the Article ot the Constitution, and 
accordingly that no appeal lay from that find- 
-mA the Supreme Court.

4ircraft Nomenclature 

It is remarkable that in the twenty-two 
roars since 1918 the names of the fightin 
jircraft of Germany and Britain shoul 
have changed com letely. Changes in 
design were inevitable, but one might have 
expected that a few of the old names would 
ersist. 
P To-day we read of combat between 
Heinkels, Dorniers, Messerschmitts and 
Blenheims, Hurricanes and Spitfires. In 
the last war the most famous pamés were 
Fokker and Albatross among the German 
echters; the D.H. types, the S.E.5 and 
the Sopwiths were the best known of the “ 
British, and the Nieuport and Spad the 
best known of the French machines. 

There were many editions of tho 
Sopwith—Camel, Snipe, Pup, Cuckoo, 
Dolphin, Triplane, 13 strutter and Baby 
Seaplane. The veteran British type was, 
I] believe, the B.E.2c., a two-seater tractor 
biplane designed in 1912, but in use even 
in the closing years of the war in the air 
defence of London.

For as long as memory serves, a mild 
obsession of mine has been the wastage of 
timber due to cigarette smokers discard- 
ing large unburned portions of matches. 
I was gleefully surprised, therefore, to 
red that a similar thought made itself 
felt in Japan 

To finance its war against China, that 
country has shortened all matches by .029 
inches—an insignificant figure, apparently, 
but sufficient to show an annual saving of 
£60.000 worth of timber. 

Working 
70,000,000 for Japan proper and 3,000,000 
for Fire, a similar edict in this countr 
csiould save approximately £2,500 
annum. But the Japanese figure of 0. 
inches is infinitesimal. The average Irish 
match is almost two inches in length, and 
could well afford to have its tai] docked. 

So if, instead of the Japanese figure, our 
matches were reduced by ten times it—i.e., 
0.29 inches, the saving would presumabl 
amount tc £25,000 yearly, and the mate 
would still be twenty-one sixteenths of an 
inch long. 

I grant that we already have a ‘‘ smoker’s 
match,”’ but the longer variety seems to 
be the more popular. To my mind, the 
average cigarette-smoker would not be 
greatly inconvenienced by a match one 
inch long, and the annual saving in that 
case would be some £32,000, A small pro- 
portion of the longer variety could con- 
tinue in circulation for the pipe-smoker. 

Perhaps, some match-maker would go 
into the question.

The Pulitzer Prizes 


The 1940 Pulitzer Prize award for the 
most distinguished novel of American life 
has just been awarded for a book which 
isbanned in this country—John Steinbeck’s 
famous “ Grapes of Wrath.’’ I admit that 
it is one of the ‘‘toughest’’ books hich 
ever came out of America, but it dealt 
with a “‘tough ” subject—the gigantic trek 
towards the West by the small farmers 
and share-croppers and their grim struggle 
for existence. 

The book made a very strong impression 
not only in America, but on this side of 
the Atlantic, and was responsible for ia 
hard “crack”? against certain sections of 
apathetic people in the United States who 
were said to consider that they had done 
their duty to their fellow-men by reading 
“The Grapes of Wrath.’’

Only perverted habits could 
make us hesitate as to the answer to 
the question. The admirable scheme 
of Mr. Willett will rescue 210 hours of 
our working life from thd gloom of 
man’s puny efforts at illumination, 
and substitute for it—sunbeams. There 
are no difficulties connected with the 
scheme which could weigh for a 
moment against the advantages of its 
adoption. Meridians were made for 
man, not man for meridians.”’ 


The Sack of Rome

This is a notable anniversary in 
national and international history; for 
it was. on this day precisely 2,330 years, 
four weeks and two days ago—making 
allowance for the various fluctuations in 
the calendar between then and now—that 
a Celtic army, in which, according to a 
well-substantiated tradition, was included 
a considerable contingent® of Irishmen, 
belted the lard out of the Romans at the 
notable battle of the Allia. 

Nobody knows for certain where these 
Celts came from, but those of you who 
have read the fifth book of Livy will 
recall that no other enemy, either before 
or afterwards, put the wind so thoroughly 
up the Romans. For hundreds of years 
the anniversary of the Allia was marked 
with a black stone in the Roman calendar. 

The battle was one of the shortest in 
history. When the Celts advanced, filling 
the air truct cantu clamoribusque variis, 
the Romans just let a screech and bolted 
for it. After which, as everybody knows, 
the Celts occupied all Rome, except the 
citadel, and they would have got that, 
too, if the sacred geese had not given 
warning of their approach one dark night. 

After that they went away again.

Evidently in compliance with the new 
order which prohibits the sound of bells 
in the Uni Kingdom, the B.B.C. has 
replaced its familiar carillon with a new 
signal.

Their Finest Hour’ 


There were two major events in 
European diplomacy yesterday. In 
Munich, Herr Hitler met Signor 
Mussolini; and in London the Prime 
Minister of England made his statement 
of policy to the House of Commons. The 
meeting between the German and Italian 
dictators had as its object the discussion 
of Marshal Pétain’s request for an 
armistice in France. The two leaders met 
in the historic building where they had 
met after the September crisis to arrange 
the Munich settlement with Mr. Neville 
Qhamberlain and Monsieur Daladier. 
They remained in conference for two and 
a half hours, during which their only 
companion was Dr, Schmidt, Herr Hitler’s 
versatile interpreter. When their téte a 
béte was over, they conferred with Herr 
von Ribbentrop and Count Ciano, as weil 
as with the chiefs of the German and 
Italian High Commands; and, although 
no details have been published, they are 
reported to have reached full agreement 
regarding the policy to be pursued towards 
France. So far no official answer has been 
given to Marshal Pétain’s appeal for a 
cessation of hostilities. Evidently, Herr 
Hitler, remembering November, 1918, 
intends to make matters as difficult and as 
humiliating as possible for the French, 
It is impossible at this stage to 
forecast the terms on which an 
armistice will be granted; but, according 
to inspired statements from Berlin, they 
will be such as “to break British influence 
on the continent for ever.” Manifestly, 
Herr Hitler will take the fullest advantage 
of the military situation to reduce France 
to complete impotence. The destruction of 
the Republic as a first-class Power was one 
of the avowed ambitions of ‘ Mein 
Kampf.”’ 

Pending the Fuehrer’s reply to Marshal 
Pétain, fighting seems to be continuing on 
all the French fronts. There has been a 
great deal of disorganisation during the 
last few days. In many cases German 
mechanised divisions have outstripped the 
retreating French on the roads, and it is 
fairly certain that there no longer can be 
any question of an army organised under 
a single command. The French are fight- 
ing in more or less isolated groups; 
but they are fighting like demons. 
They also are fighting in vain. Once 
Marshal Pétain made his broadcast state- 
ment on Monday, the last chance of 
successful resistance to the Germans dis- 
appeared. Monsieur Badouin, the Foreign 
Minister, has been declaring from the 
French Broadcasting Station that France 
will not accept any terms that do not 
enable her to lay down her arms with 
honour, and the maintenance of her 
national integrity ; but there can be small 
doubt that she will be forced to swallow 
any terms that Herr Hitler may choose 
to dictate. Marshal Pétain took a most 
unusual course when he announced that 
“ France must cease fighting ’’ before he 
knew the terms on which the Germans 
would be prepared to concede an armistice. 
Even in 1918, when Germany was com- 
pletely broken, at home as well as in the 
field, the Kaiser’s' army continued to 
resist stubbornly until Herr Erzberger and 
his companions signed the Armistice terms 
in Marshal Foch’s train in the forest of 


has taken the heart out of the French 
troops. All of them are fighting

The military problem in France is com- 
plicated almost hopelessly by the fact 
that some six million refugees are stream- 
ing along the roads towards the south.

Mr. Winston 
Churchill’s speech in the House of 
Commons put an end to all doubt on that 
score. He informed Parliament that the 
Government’s military, naval and aerial 
experts had advised him that the war 
could be continued by Great Britain alone 
‘‘with good and reasonable hopes of final 
victory.”” There were great reasons, he 
said, for intense vigilance; but there was 
none for panic or despair. Great Britain 
will fight on, alone against mighty and 
determined enemies, fortified only by her 
own strength and that of the Dominions 
of Canada, Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa, all of whom have pledged 
themselves to support her to the limit of 


for the dreadful ordeals that lie before

children. The Australian Government is: 
prepared to take 5,000, but, as the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Menzies, pointed out some 
days ago, that figure is by no means the 
limit of his country’s capacity. There is 
room and to spare in Australia not alone 
for thousands but for many millions more 
inhabitants. That island continent, which 
is only slightly smaller in area than the 
United States of America, has a total 
population of just over six and a-half 
It is a continent in size, but in 
population it is considerably smaller than 
the City of Greater London. Why British 
emigration to Australia should have 
shrunk to such a miserable figure in 
recent years is a mystery; but, at all 
events, the emigration of so many British 
children will pave a new way which in 
years to come many thousands of other 
British emigrants are likely to follow. 
Apart from Australia, there are few places 
in the world any longer that really want 
larger populations than they possess 
By contrast, Australia has so 
few people that she is unable to develop 
the full wealth of her resources, and for 
at least a generation the country has been 
clamouring for more emigrants.

FIRES VISIBLE 35 
MILES AWAY 


—— 


RRESUMING the offensive after a 
period of inactivity, enforced by 
unfavourable weather conditions, 
R.A.F. bombers on Monday night 
attacked military objectives in Ger- 
many at Gelsenkirchen, Homburg, 
Wanne Eickel, Essen, Dollbergen, 
Hamburg, Aachen, Duisberg, Rheydt, 
Cologne and Coblenz, states the 
British Air Ministry News Service. 


OIL TANKS BOMBED 

In the Ruhr Valley oil storage centres at 
Gelsenkirchen, Homburg and Wanne Eickel 
were subjected to a series of attacks by 
strong forces of aircraft. High explosives 
and incendiary bombs were dropped on the 
Homburg oil tanks. 

The raids lasted for nearly three hours, 
and the many fires started in the target area 
culminated in cne great conflagration, which, 
after burning strongly for about twenty 
minutes. died away, leaving a column of 
black smoke tewering nearly 2,000 feet into 
the air. 


GREAT GREEN FLASH 


Two separate fuel installations were 
attackei at Gelsenkirchen, a great industrial 
centre north-east of Essen, and both targets 
were repeatedly hit. Oil tanks were set 
alight and an enormous green flash lit up 
the centre of the largest refinery. Successive 
relays of aircraff set more tanks alight 
and demolished buildings, railway lines and 
junctions. 

Strong opposition was encountered from 
ground defences, but, though two aircraft 
were hit, both returned safely to their base. 

At Wanne Eickel the fires started. were 
still seen to be burning two hours later. 
Large oil storage plants at Dollbergen, east 
of Hanover, and at Hamburg were also 
attacked in the early hours of Tuesday morn-

ing. 

_ aS bombs dropped by the first 
raiders to reach Dollbergen started fires on 
such a scale that the flames were visible 
thirty-five miles away. 


IN HAMBURG 


Refinery buildings in the centre of the plant: 


were repeatedly hit, storage tanks were set 
ablaze, and at the height of the raid the 
whole target area was described by one 
of the bomber crews as ‘‘a mass of flames.”’ 

A great blaze was also started at Hamburg, 
where one of the largest oil storage plants 
in -north-west Germany was hit. A _ par- 
ticularly violent explosion occurred a full 
minute after a salvo of bombs had been seen 
to burst. 

Other formations of night raiders attacked 
marshalling yards and busy railway junctions 
from Hamm, in the north, to Aachen, in the 
west, and along the Rhine from Duisberg to 
Coblenz. A salvo of high explosive bombs 
which fell in the middle of a crowded 
marshalling yard at Hamm started a fire 
which could be seen by the raiders’ crews for 
thirty minutes after leaving the town. 

Goods yards at Aachen, Rheydt and 
Cologne were repeatedly hit.

Mk. MACKENZIE KING (Prime 

Minister of Canada) announced 
three important developments to the 
House of Commons to-day. To an 
applauding, crowded Chamber, he 
stated that a bill authorising the 
mobilisation of all human and mate- 
rial resources of Canada for the prose- 
cution of the war will be introduced 
into Parliament immediately ; that the 
first contingent of a Canadian 
Expeditionary Force has landed in 
Iceland, and that Canada is extend- 
ing its military defensive powers over 
French and British possessions in the 
Western hemisphere. 

Mr. Mackenzie King said that compulsory 
service will apply only to service in Canada. 
Recruitment for service overseas will con- 
tinue as at present, on a voluntary basis. 
National registration of Canadian man-power 
is to be carried out immediately. 


WAR NEARER TO CANADA 

Mr. Mackenzie King praised the endurance 
and valour of. the ba troops. There 
would be no criticism of France’s move, he 
said, but the new situation brought, the war 
much nearer to Canada, and called for a fresh 
examination of what was needed of Canada. 

Canada faced whatever fate might bring, 
with resolute courage, and with unyielding 
determination. 

He reminded the House that Canadian 
troops had been sent to the West Indies to 
relieve the British garrison there, and he 
revealed that other Canadian troops were now 
also stationed in Newfoundland. 

The conscription measure,, he explained, 
would empower the Government. to draft 
resources and wealth necessary for the prose- 
cution of the war. 

Mr. Hanson (Conservative leader) demanded 
the formation of a National Government, “so 
that Canada may present a common front to 
the enemy.” If the Government would not 
act on his suggestion, he deciared, he would 
put it up to public opinion. He said that 
all parties had to suffer, perhaps, die, to win 
the war, and they aoí have a say in the 
prosecution of it.

BOMBER SHOT DOWN IN 
ESSEX 


A German bomber crashed in Essex after 
being engaged by British fighters. 

British fighters engaged the bomber over 
Essex, and there was heavy machine-gun fire 
and anti-aircraft fire. Searchlights were 
brought into. operation, and after hali-an- 
hour's brisk machine-gun firing the German 
bomber crashed. 


DOWN OFF NORFOLK 


A German ’plane was picked up by search- 
lights on the Norfolk coast and British 
fighters went up. Machine-gun fire was 
heard, and soon afterwards an enemy ’plane 
crashed. 

German aircraft dropped bombs near an 
East Coast village last night, demolishing 
an empty house and damaging several others, 
One man, aged thirty-four years, was taken 
to hospital in a serious condition. 

Another ‘plane, the third, was seen to 
burst into flames and crash into the sea off 
the East Coast. | 

A fourth ‘plane was brought down 
Cambridgeshire 

Successive waves of aircraft, believed to 
be enemy bombers, were heard coming in 
from the east for nearly an hour after an 
air-raid warning had been sounded at about 
midnight on the Yorkshire Coast. Altogether 
the waves are said to have numbered five. 

The warning lasted nearly four hours. 

German aircraft dropped high explosive 
and incendiary bombs on the Thames. A 
number of ’planes are believed to have been 
overhead. 

Searchlight batteries went into action. 
Afterwards there was terrific gunfire and 
further explosions over the Estuary. 

The guns were still firing late last night. 

At another point near the Thames Estuary 
air raid sirens were sounded and the sky was 
streaked with searchlight beams. There was 
intense A.A. fire. No bombs were dropped. 
Enemy ’planes flying at a great height were 
seen to be firing. 

An explosion, obviously caused by a bomb, 
shook one town on the Thames estuary. <A 
"plane was heard overhead and searchlights 
tried to locate it. People ran to air raid 
shelters. Several explosions were heard. 
Half an hour later people returned to their 
homes, but three more explosions occurred. 

The raid on the Thames Estuary was seen 
by many people travelling on late trains from 
London to East Ken, towns. They could 
see searchlights playing in the skyline, and 
had a distant view of the flashes of bursting 
anti-aircraft shells and what appeared to be 
‘‘ flaming onions.”’ 

“It looked like a far-away firework dis- 
play,’’ said one passenger. 


NUMEROUS WARNINGS 


Air raid warnings sounded in another town 
on the East coast, and shortly afterwards 
aeroplanes were heard flying at a great height. 
Searchlights were in actron. 

Len minutes later anti-aircraft guns opened 
fire and continued for some time. - After a 
lull firing was resumed. Explosions shook 
houses in a town. Before the alarm was 
sounded two or three explosions some distance 
away were. heard. 

Air raid warnings were sounded also in 
Cambrtdgeshire, Lincolnshire, Northampton- 
shire, Suffolk and Norfolk.

‘* The French Government,’ he added, “will be throwing 
away great opportunities and casting away their future if they do not 
continue the war in accordance with their treaty obligations, from 
which we have not felt able to relieve them. - 


Mr. Churchill revealed that in Great Britain there are now over 


1,250,000 men under arms, backed by 500,000 local defence 


volunteers. 


THE BATTLE OF FRANCE 


——— 


Mr. Churchill first recalled his reference to 
the colossal military disaster which followed 
when the Fren¢h High Command failed to 
withdraw the Northern armies from Belgium 
when they knew that the French front was 
decisively broken at Sedan and on the Meuse. 
This px oe entailed the loss of fifteen or 
sixteen French diyisions. 

Our army and 120,000 French troops were 
rescued from Dunkirk, but only with the loss 
of all their material. This loss took some 
weeks to repair. In the first two of those 
weeks the battle in France had been lost. 

Considering the evident exhaustion of the 
enemy, it might well have been that those 
twenty-five divisions of the best-trained and 
best-equinped troops would have turned the 
scale, 


FOOLISH PROCESS 


Mr. Churchill said he recited these facts 
to explain why it was that we did not have 
between twelve and fourteen divisions fight- 
ing in the line in this great battle, instead 
of only three. 

Decrying attempts to hold inquests on the 
conduct of the Government and Parliament 
during the years which led up to this 
catastrophe, Mr. Churchill declared this 
would be a foolish and pernicious process. 

“There are too many in it. Let each man 
search his conscience, as I frequently search 
mine. If we open a quarrel between the past 
and the present we shall have lost the 
future.” 

The Prime Minister suggested it would be 
better for the many earnest expressions of 
opinion that would be desired to be postponed 
until the secret session on Thursday. 

' Events in France in the last fortnight had 
not eome to him with any sense of surprise. 


BRITAIN’S RESOLVE

350,000 MEN BACK FROM 
FRANCE 


““Indeed, I indicated a fortnight ago as 
clearly as I could to the House, that the 
worst possibilities were open, and I made it 
perfectly clear then that whatever happened 
in France would make no difference to the 
resolve of Britain and the British Empire 
to fight on if necessary for years, if neces- 
sary alone.’’ (Cheers.) 

Mr. Churchill revealed that about 350,000 
out of 400,000 men sent to France since the 
beginning of the war were safely back in 
this country. Others were still fighting with 
the French and with considerable success. 


GREAT MILITARY FORCE 


They had also brought back a great mass 


of stores accumulated in France during the 


last nine months. They had, therefore, in 
this island a very large and powerful mili- 
tary force, including all their best trained 
oad finest troops, scores of thousands of 
whom had already measured their quality 
against the Germans and found themselves 
at no disadvantage. 

“We have in arms at the present time in 
this island over a million and a quarter men. 
Behind these we have the Local Defence 
Volunteers, numbering half a million.”’ 

Every man for whom they had a weapon 
had been incorporated into their defence. 
Very large additions in weapons were ex- 
pected in the near future, and, in prepara- 
tion for this, it was intended to call up, 
drill and train further large numbers at 
once, 

They also had Dominion armies here. 

Mr. Churchill made it clear that they had had 
only twelve Divisions equipped to fight upon 
a scale to justify their being sent abroad, 
and this was fully up to the number which 
France was led to expect would be avail- 
able in France at the ninth month of the 
war. 


THE BRITISH NAVY 


The invasion of Great Britain would at 
this time require transportation across 
the sea of armies upon a very large scale, 
and they would require to be continually 
maintained with all their mass of munitions 
and supplies which are required for con- 
tinuous battle, as continuous battle it would 
be. (Cheers.) 

“Here is where we come to the Navy,”

DOMINIONS ENDORSE 
BRITAIN’S DECISION 


- 


Mr. Winston Churchill, in a broadcast last 
night, which was relayed to many parts of 
dhe world, made a speech which was largely 
the “same in text and phraseology as his 
statement in the House of Commons. 

Speaking of the Dominion Armies in his 
broadcast, he said:—We have also over here 
the Dominion. Armies. The Canadians had 
actually landed in France, but have now 
been safely withdrawn—they were much dis- 
appointed—but in perfect order, with all their 
artillery and equipment, and both these very 
high-class forces from the Dominions | 
now take part in the defence of the mother 
country. 


NAVY AND ITS WORK 


Now here is where we come to the Navy, 
he continued, and, after all, we have a Navy. 
Some people are inclined to forget that we 
have a Navy. For more than thirty years | 
have been concerned with discussions about 
the possibilities of overseas invasion. I took 
the responsibility on behalf of the Admiralty 
at the beginning of the last war of allowing 
all the regular troops to be sent out of the 
country. That was a very serious step to 
take, because our Territorials had only just 
been called up, and were quite untrained. 
Therefore this island was for several months 
practically denuded of fighting troops. The 
‘Admiralty of those days had confidence in 
their ability to prevent a mass invasion. 

You must remember that at that time the 
Germans had a magnificent fleet, a fleet in the 
proportion of ten ships of theirs to sixteen of 
ours, and capable of fighting a general engage- 
ment any day, whereas now they have only 
two heavy ships worth speaking of—the 
Scharnhorst and the Gnefsnau; so the 
situation is very much less critical than the 
one we lived through in the beginning of the 
last war, and it seems to me that so far as 
seaborne invasion on a great scale is con- 
ce:ned we are far more capable of meeting it 
to-day than we were at many periods m the 
last war, and during the early months of this 
war also, before our other troops were trained 
and while the B.E.F. had proceeded abroad. 


SUDDEN RAIDS 


Now the Navy has never pretended to be 
able to prevent raids by bodies of 5,000 to 
10,000 men plunged suddenly across the shore 
at several points of the coast some dark night 
or foggy morning. The efficacy of sea power, 
and especially under modern conditions, 
depends on the invading force being of a 
large size, so that the Navy have something 
to find and meet, and, as it were, something 
they can bite on. 

Now, even five divisions very lightly 
equipped would require 250 ships, and wit 
the modern air reconnaissance and photo- 
graphy it woul. not be easy to collect an 
armada, marshal it, and conduct it across the 


escort It“ There would be a very great possi- 
bility, to put it mildly, that this armada 
would be intercepted long before it reached 
the coast, and all the men drowned in the 
sea, or, at the worst, blown to pieces with 
their equipment while they were trying to 
land. 


THE MINEFIELDS 


We have also a great system of minefields re- 
cently strongly reinforced, of which we alone 
know the channels. If the enemy tries to 
sweep passages through these minefields it 
will be the task of the Navy to destroy the 
minesweepers and any force employed in pro- 
tecting them. 

There ought to be no difficulty in this 
owing to our great superiority at sea. The 
question is whether there are any new 
methods by which this solid assurance can be 
circumvented. Odd as it may seem, some 
attention has been given to this by the 
Admiralty, whose prime duty and responsi- 
bility it is to destroy any large seaboard 
expedition before it reaches, or at the moment 
it reaches, these shores. It would not be, and 
should not be, for me to go into the details 
of this. 

All I will say is that untiring vigilance 
and untiring searching of the mind is being, 
and must be, devoted to the subject, because, 
remember the enemy is crafty, cunning, and 
full of novel treacheries and stratagems. There 
is no dirty trick he will not do. 


THE BLOCKADE 


The Prime Minister said that the Prime 
Ministers of the Dominions in moving terms 
endorsed the Government’s decision to fight 
on, and declared themselves ready to share 
Britain’s fortunes and to persevere to the 
end.

“That's what we are going to do,” Mr.

POSITION OF EX-OFFICERS 


who has formerly served as an officer 

in this country, or abroad, has a good 
chance of a commission in Eire’s extended 
Defence Forces, :t was learned at Army 
headquarters in Dublin yesterday.

Many people have 
written to headquarters offering their ser- 
vices, but that is nct the way to Join -w 
At the Gaidai barracks throughout the 
country application forms are available, and 
these have to be completed before any candi- 
date is considered 


THE PROCEDURE 


If, for example, an ex-officer who served 

in: the last-war wants to get a commission he 
first of all obtains the application form at 
the Gardai station. On this he enters par- 
ticulars of hia former service. The form is 
forwardéd to any Army Command _head- 
quarters. In the meantime the ex-officer has 
to undergo a medical examination, and if 
this is satisfactory he is invited to come 
before a Selection Board, which makes re- 
commendations as to his qualifications to the 
authorities. ‘Phe Minister then makes the 
appointment, and the applicant, although in 
the last war he may have held the rank of 
Major or Captain, becomes a _ Second 
Lieutenant and is entitled to the pay and 
allowances attached to that rank. 
He is then given a ‘‘ refresher” course in 
a military college, where he can display his 
qualities, which will be observed and taken 
into account when the time comes for him to 
be posted to his unit. The ‘‘ refresher” 
course will include instruction in the use of 
the rifle, revolver. and Bren and Lewis guns, 
leadership drill, map-reading, defence against 
as, as well as administration and military 
aw. 


THE SELECTION BOARD | 


The greatest number of vacancies at present 
are for officers below the rank of captain. 
The Selection Board, which will be composed 
on the lines of the Local Appointments Com- 
mission, will sit at Cork, the Curragh, 
Dublin and Athlone. 

Apart from ex-officers, there are oppor- 
tunities for men who have special qualifica- 
tions, such as doctors, dentists and engineers.
